“Keeno” Is A 
Wonder Horse 


Allie Streeter’s horse “KeAio” 
is the hero of an interesting article 
in the June “Canadian Cattleman” 
written by Grant MacEwan of 
Winnipeg. 

"Keeno” says the writer “reach 
ed the venerable age of 19 years 
before he went far enough from 
the home range to enter even 
a local horse show competition. It 
was then that his name first ap¬ 
peared in printr but only a short 
time later he was hailed as the 
Greatest Cutting Horse in the 
Canadian Cattle Kingdom. 

“His special classification was 
’cutting hoiB|,’ and cutting horses 
represent tne highest order to 
w inch a cowboy’s mount can as¬ 
pire. It takes brains and training 
experience, and to a cattle raheh- 
er a good cutting horse is worth 
bis weight in gold. 

“The sire of this famous gelding 
was the thoroughbred Vance 
Guard on the Sharpies ranch at 
Claresholm. On the maternal sice 
was Mustang, and her mother in 
turn was an old Blackfoot Indian 
n.are. The blood of a most highly 
specialized English breed mingled 
with the ancient Spanish horse 
stock of the N. American plains. 
The thoroughbred had speed and 
quality and the Mustang strain had 
hardiness, surefootedness and.in- 
tcliigence. Keeno inherited much 
of the best from both strains. 

“He was foaled in 1927, artd in 
Tfii. regular course of events the 
Streeter three-year-olds were bro¬ 
ken to saddle and Keeno got his 
first lessons with the other colts. 
Until Keeno reached his twentieth 
year nobody except the Streeter 
boys had ever thrown a leg over 
Keend’s back. 

“From the first Allie Streeter 
suspected that he had a wonder 
horse, but he was more interested 
ii, routine ranch work than in show 

ring records. Always Keeno 
his share of the thinking when, 
cattle were being handled. He was 
quick on the turn and too good for 
the critters that thought they could 

cut back on him.-->-i 

“When -the 19-year-old horse 
was taken to the Nanton show in 
1946 it was the farthest he had 
ever been from home and he didn’t 
care for hm-^e show, proceedings.

Foreign Loans 

There is quite a diversity of 
opinion on the wisdom of bolster¬ 
ing so many 'different countries 
with loans. There iB much differ¬ 
ence of opinion for example on the 
Greek loaq and the results that 
may be realized. 

There is quite a body of opinion 
in United States reasoning that 
Russia doesn’t want war right now 
but does want to control all adja¬ 
cent territories. Why not let Rus¬ 
sia take over these Communist)- 
tally inclined countries, and give 
them a real’taste of Communism. 
Let these countries see whether 
Communism as imposed by Russia 
'itf the. answer. There is a great 
fear that Russia will welcome all 
the money and effort that United 
States Is expending to build up 
European countries. Then when 
they are on their feet—at U.S. ex¬ 
pense—they may still be impreg¬ 
nated with Comrmfnism, and will 
make much r cher pickings for 
Russia than t hey are in their 
present impoverished state. Let 
Russia do the lebuilding, say these 
people, and prove to sympathetic 
countries that Communistic stand¬ 
ards of living are tougher than 
they ever dreamed. They’re afraid 
the outpouring of loans is a case 
of money badly misspent, at a time 
when the national economy is none 
too solid. 

“This may he a curious viewpoint 
to Canadians” says Mr. Weadick, 
“tut you find it continually crop¬ 
ping up across the line. They be¬ 
lieve the only real allies they can 
depend on aro Canada and Britain. 
They know that the days of isola¬ 
tionism are over, and they must 
take a leading part in world af¬ 
fairs. But they are terribly afraid 
that such loans as are made to 
Greece are going to result imulti- 
n:ate benefit to Russia, not in 
achieving permanent strength for 
democracy." *

Mr. Weadick made passing ref- 
eience to the much higher prices 
paid for meals in restaurants com¬ 
pared with current' prices in this 
country. And in this connection 
hr- said: “I hope that restaurants 
over' here dou’t get the idea of 
raising their prices just because 
rreals are high in the States. Be 
content with modest profit, and 
give tourists a happy memory of 
good meals at reasonable rates. 
They’ll know pretty quick if they 
are being “stuck” and that won’t 
be so good in the long run.” 

In their tour across the States 
Mr. and Mrs. Weadick ran into a 
surprising number of people who 
are Canada-conscious. A good 
many had been in armed services 
in Canada during war year?, or 
had been on missions in northern 
Alberta. They all seemed to have 
a good word for Canadians and 
Canada, and are, certainly potential 
tour'st business.

jority of restaurant operators say 
they have found that there is less 
waste and more economy in just 
leaving the sugar bowl on-the ta¬ 
ble. 

Woollen clothing does not seem 
up to the Canadian standard, par¬ 
ticularly in men’s .wear and is 
more expensive. All clothing, how¬ 
ever, is clearly maiked with the 
percentage of cotton in it, and 
thre is usually plenty. Cotton goods 
i-re cheaper than here. Black shoe* 
have just started coming on the 
market. Tan has been predominat¬ 
ing till lately. Fancy clothing real¬ 
ly hits high spots. For example 
cowboy shirts ' rimmed up and de¬ 
signed for due ranch trade run up 
to $65 or $70. 

In household groceries, there are 
some things scarce here that are 
more'easily availahle through the 
States. Soap ,iowders for instance 
are plentiful. Rice, which has been 
gone from Canadian store shelves 
for a long time, can be picked up 
any place and in any quantity: 
Miracle Whip is visible in quantity. 
And wonder of wonders, the un¬ 
equalled Lea and Perrin’s sauce, 
which has been gone for a long 
time, but not forgotten, was found 
in a little U.S. town. 

However, the public is worried 
about inflation, the high cost of 
living, the many shortages and the 
generally unsettled atmosphere.

* Turner Valley 
Bottled Gas 

It is possible that bottled gas 
now being imported from across 
the line may eventually be pro¬ 
duced from the Turner Valley out¬ 
put. Propane is a bye-product of 
c'flelds. 

J. E. Barber of Calgary, has 
teen negotiating with a valley oil 
company for supplies of the gas, 
i'rd also for supplies of the sheet 
steel to manufacture the gas cyl¬ 
inders, truck tanks and storage 
tanks. MY. Barber has a plant out 
ir Manchester district for manu¬ 
facture of heavy machinery and 
repair of heavy oil well equipment. 
He was an oilfield engineer before 
coming to Alberta and operated a 
repair plant at Turner Valley be¬ 
fore establishing himself at Cal- 
gary. 

His plan is to provide farm 
homes with a pair of the propane 
cylinders full of the gas. The 
tanks feed gas to stoves, water 
heaters, refrigerators, etc. and 
when one cylinder is emptied, the 
other is turned on, and the empty 
taken to a distribution centre to be 
exchanged for a full cylinder.
